CHICAGO, Nov. 11—Means of 
utilizing an 18-acre vacant site 
and an earmarked federal fund 
of about $3,100,000 to get a new 
low-rent housing project of at 
least 551 apartments under way 
in St. Louis are being sought by 
the Public Housing Administra- 
tion and the St. Louis Housing 
Authority. 

How this might be done, and 
the obstacles in the way, were 
discussed in the conference of 
spokesmen of the two agencies 
held here Tuesday. If actien could 
be started on this project, it 
would be a notable aid to St. 
Louis slum clearance plans, 
through Making a suitable place 
for present slum dwellers. 

“I don't know of any city more 
in need of housing of all kinds 
than St. Louis,” Arthur A. Blu- 
meyer, chairman of the St. Louis 
Housing Authority, told Orvil R. 
Olmsted, regional director of PHA, 
the federal agency for low-rent 
housing. “We are here looking for 
suggestions to get more housing 
for St. Louis.” 

Blumeyer was accompanied by 
Paul J. Kaveney, attorney for the 

St. Louis authority. The vacant 
site, which the St. Louis authority 
has owned for several years, is 
listed in PHA files as “Mo.-1-3” or 
“M-3” for short. 

Limit of $5000 a Unit. 

“You would be helping the St. 
Louis slum clearance program,” 
Olmsted told Blumeyer and Ka- 
eney, “by being ready to develop 
M-3. Our contract with you under 
the old legislation calls, roughly, 
for about $3,100,000 on the basis 
of 551 dwelling units, but, as you 
know, we can’t approve a con- 
tract if cost of the dwelling facili- 
ties proper exceeds $5000 a unit.

1,000,000 Men Engaged 
in Suchow Area Clash,

NANKING, Nov. 11 (AP)—The 

| greatest. battle in Chinese history 
— involving more than 1,000,000 

men by Government estimate —

Government spokesman Lt. 
Gen, Teng Wen-yi said the battle 
was joined along the Suchow de- 
fense line which guards the road 
to Nanking, the national capital. 

Teng said Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek’s Government troops out- 
fought the Reds during the open- 
ing phases of the battle but that 
they had made successive with- 
drawals to “shorten their lines.” 
He said Reds under Gens. Chen 
Ti, Liu Po-cheng and Chen Keng 
already were throwing all avail- 
able manpower into the fight, on 
which hinges the fate or north- 
central China. 

Nationalists Also Reinforced. 

The Government also was 
bringing up reinforcements, Teng 
said, with some troops from along 
the Peiping-Hankow railroad line 
already moved into battle. Teng 
said the Reds had sent 21 armies 
numbering 500000 men into the 
battle, now raging 170 miles north- 
west of Nanking.

“She was just a housewife and 
was always interested in philan- 
thropies and charities in a modest 
way,” Mrs. Nickelsburg said. “She 
was a very fine person and dear 
to all Of us.”

Despite smoke from the Cahokia 
generating plant of Union Electric 
Co., the comet could be seen with 
the naked eye in the morning twi- 
light. ; 

“It is a little south of Venus, 
which stands out like a house 
afire, and is up above the horizon 
about 15 degrees,” Prof. Stephens 
reported. “The head of the comet 
is fairly sharp,.and the tail ap- 
peared about four times as long as 
the head.” 

The head is down, and the tail 
extends upward toward the south- 
west, The head’s brightness rivals 
a star of the second magnitude, 
which means it is about one-fif- 
teenth as bright as the planet 
Venus. California astronomers

It is thought the comet will be 
visible for several more days in 
virtually the same position in 
which it has been observed. Sei- 
entists expect soon to determine 
its orbit, speed, length of tail and 
when the comet may be expected 
again. 

Astronomers are not agreed as 
to the origin of comets. Some be- 
liéve comets may have been part 
of one great planet which exploded 
billions of years ago, the frag- 
ments forming the sun, earth, me- 
teors and other particles of mat- 
ter in the universe. Another theory 
is that comets may have been ex- 
pelled from the planets when the 
latter were still in:a semi-sunlike 
state. 

The new comet has been tenta- 
tively called Comet 1948L.” 
Comets usually are named after 
their discoverers. This one was 
first sighted by Dr. John S. Paras-

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (AP)— 
4 complete gverhaul of the postal 
service and “strengthening” of the 
Labor Department were tenta- 
tively proposed today by the 
Hoover Commission. 

The 12-man bipartisan group 
headed by former President Her- 
bert Hoover was set up by Con- 
gress to find ways of streamlining 
the Federal Government. It is 
known formally as the Commis- 
Bion on Organization of the Execu- 
tive Branch. 

Hoover told reporters’ today 
about some of the group’s findings 
and predicted that reforms now 
being drafted could save “a good 
many billion dollars” if put into 
effect for about five years. Final 
recommendations will go to Con- 
gress in January. 

Postal Reorganization. 

Most drastic of the proposed 
changes was what Hoover called 
“getting the post office out of poli- 
tics” by abolishing Senate approva! 
for all postmasters. 
about 20,000 of them. The post of- 
fice plan also calls for reorganiz- 
ing the money-losing department 
along lines of “a modern business 
organization.” 
The commission is made up cf 
six Democrats and an equal num- 
ber of Republicans. Four each 
were picked by President Tru- 
man, House Speaker Martin 
(Rep.), Massachusetts, and the 
Senate’s presiding officer, Senator 
Vandenberg (Rep.), Michigan. 
Hoover accepted the chairmanship 
as “my last public service.” 

On the question of rebuilding 
the Labor Department, stripped of 
many functions by the Republican- 
controlled Eightieth Congress, the 
former Republican President said: 

“The thinking is to strengthen 
the Labor Department. 

„We're not going to tear any- 
thing out of it, as some people 
have thought.” 

Unanimous Conclusions. 

The commission has reached 
tentative but unanimous conclu- 
sions on three of its 24 fields of 
study, Hoover said.

Armistice Day Speakers 


UN CONSTITUTED 
AUTHORITY URGED. 


BY GEN. QUESADA 


Armistice Speaker Assails 
Efforts to Undermine 
Leadership in U.S. 
Gen. Lear Asserts Ex- 


Provokes War. 


Armistice Day luncheon gath- 
erings were addressed here today 
by Lt. Gen. Elwood R. Quesada, 
commanding general of the Air 
Force Tactical Air Command, 
Langley Field; Va., newly named 
head of the Air Force reserve pro- 
gram; and by Lt. Gen. Ben Lear, 
retired, former mmander 
to Gen. Dwigk?t D. Eisenhower in 
the European theater. 

Gen. Quesada spoke ae a lunch- 
eon sponsored by the conference 
of American Legion posts at Hotel 
DeSoto. He urged that the Legion 
and other patriotic bodies should 
oppose more actively “the insidi- 
ous and vicious attacks being 
made on all forms of constituted 
authority.” These attacks, he 
said, are fostered by “followers of 
ideologies contrary to ours, who 
have as their purpose the under- 
mining and weakening of leader- 
ship and the entire fiber of this 
country. 

“They seek to confuse and dam- 
age, and place a penalty on suc- 
cess by condemning anyone who 
is successful,” he declared. “Such 
attacks are the possible forerun- 
ner of internal disorders in the 
event of a future war, if we are 
so unfortunate to have one.” 


Gen. Quesada Promoted. 

It was announced yesterday in| PA 
Washington that Gen. Quesada, 
who at 44 years of age is one of 
the youngest officers in his rank, 
would head the civilian com- 
ponents group at Air Force head- 
quarters. He was made special 
assistant to the chief of staff of 
the Air Force, in response to the 
request last month by President 
Truman that the nation’s. reserve 
forces be strengthened by assign- 
ing “an active, capable, high-rank- 
ing officer” to head the reserve 
program of each branch of the 
armed service. 

Commenting on his appointment, 
Gen. Quesada told a Post-Dispatch 
reporter that a great deal of work 
was to be done to build up the Air 
Force reserve forces and the air

Every effort to 
avoid that has been made, and I 
don’t know of a single thing that 
could be done that has not been 
done to prevent an incident.” 

Gen. Quesada was introduced by 
Mayor Aloys P. Kaufmann at the 
luncheon, at which a silent trib- 
ute was paid to the memory of 
Gen. John J. Pershing. Gen. 
Quesada also was the guest of 
honor at an American Legion 
breakfast at the hotel. 

Talk by Gen. Lear. 

Gen. Lear, speaking at the St. 
Louis Rotary Club’s luncheon at 
Hotel Statler, asked the question: 
“Will there be another war?” and 
said in reply: 

“I believe war is being delib- 
erately provoked at this very 
moment, internally and externally, 
by one of our former allies.” 

Gen. Lear reviewed the record 
of the wartime conferences be- 
tween the leaders of the United 
States and Allied nations. 

“Up to Yalta,” he said, “all ap- 
parently subscribed to the prin- 
ciples of the Atlantic Charter. At 
Yalta the trading began, and we 
began to show weakness—I would 
not say dishonesty. At Potsdam, 
Russia got all, and all the United 
States got was Russia's help 
He declared that 
„Russia's record for  double- 
crossing cannot be equalled.” 

“The saddest decision,” Gen. 
Lear said, “was the abandonment 
of some of the principles of the 
Atlantic Charter—the pledge that 
outlawed territorial changes that 
did not accord with the freely ex- 
pressed wishes of the people con- 
cerned. Next to the saddest of all 
those made was the decision to 
accept Russia’s help against Japan. 

“If world conditions have not 
benefitted; by the fine perform- 
ance of American troops overseas, 
those troops have not been to 
blame. They did the fighting and 
won the military victory. Condi- 
tions regulating the new world 
peace were the responsibility of 
Allied statesmen. These seem to 
have muffed the ball. 

“Principles were sacrificed and 
expediencies prevailed, and now 
we find ourselves in a mess. We 
must stick to principles if we are 
to continue a proud people un- 
afraid. We must earnestly strive 
for the things .we know to be 
honest.”

Vishinksy’s latest tirade came 
during a debate on a Soviet pro- 
posal for a one-third reduction in 
armaments by the big powers and 
a bar on atomic weapons. 

Vishinsky blamed the United 
States and Britain for what he 
termed the “fiasco” of the U.N. 
Atomic Energy Commission. The 
Western powers sought “to camou- 
flage and junk the whole case of 
prohibition of atomic weapons,” 
he said, and thus must bear the 
blame for failure to achieve con- 
trols. 

Vishinsky charged the United 
States is responsible for “an un- 
bridled and mad armaments race.” 
Thumping the table at times with 
his fist, he asserted some persons 
are “overtly preparing a new war.” 

Russia’s arms proposal had been 
sent to a subcommittée which re- 
turned to the political committee 
a resolution saying: “The aim of 
reduction of conventional arma- 
ments and armed forces can only 
be attained in an atmosphere of 
real and lasting improvement in 
international relations.” The reso- 
lution asked all nations to give 
precise data on armed forces and 
armaments and suggested that 
work for arms reduction should 
be through the existing Commis- 
sion for Conventional Armaments.

German Perversion of Justice 


To Victims of Nazis, Blocking. of f& 
Programs for Their Aid Charged 


Courts Recently Have Ruled Even That 
Property Given to Destitute Persecutees 
Must Be Returned to Owners, Plus Retro- 
active Rent for Its Use.

N the spring of 1945, Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower stood among the 

corpses of Buchenwald. He summoned the first civilian adminis- ; 

trator of the concentration camp and told him: “Please inform your %# 
cumrades we will right everything in which they have been wronged.” 

Few people today remember that promise—aside from about 100,000 
inmates of the forme: camps. And among those there is one who 
remembers most distinctly because he was the administrator whom 
Eisenhower addressed on the day of liberation. Dr. Philip Auerbach, 
after six years of suffering in the camp, brought his fellow-inmates 
the message of American good will. 


I have now received Dr. Auer- 
bach’s report on the record more 
than three yeurs later. After talk- 
ing to the Bavarian State Com- 
missioner of Persecutees and a 
number of other leading people in 
the American zone, I can only 
present a picture of justice per- 
verted. The Germans have suc- 
ceeded in blocking almost every 
just demand of the Nazis’ victims. 
The Americans, having handed 
responsibility back to unrepent- 
ing Germans, have been sitting by 
idiy, though perhaps with regrets. 

A few months ago the legislative 
bodies of the German states de- 
cided that the proposed rehabilita- 
tion law was too expensive under 
present conditions. In the same 
session it was decided, however, 
that all ex-Wehrmacht officers or 
their widows were to draw regular 
pensions. These are now being 
paid. 

Finally, under increasing Ameri- 
can pressure, the legislatures have 
passed a law of rehabilitation 
after reducing the amount pay- 
— from 30 per cent to 10 per 
cen 


A New Development. 
Meanwhile a totally new de- 
velopment has taken place. In the 
early days of the occupation a 


certain amount of Nazi property 
was handed over to destitute. per- 
secutees—political opponents, Jews, 
Catholics and others—at direct 
United States Military Government 
order. .

These “legal” actions have been 
blocked only in Wuerttemberg- 
Baden where Charles M. LaFol- 
lette, United States Military Gov- 
ernor for that state, has stepped 
in with an in t veto, 
Elsewhere, American authorities 
have brushed off all complaints 
as “matters of German responsi- 
bility.” 

Funds Nearly Gone. 

In Bavaria, 140,000,000 marks of 
Nazi-paid fines in de-Nazification 
courts have been all but wiped 
out by the currency reform. These 
funds were to be placed at the 
disposal of the persecutees, but 
only six per cent of the total 
is now available. Current funds 
probably will be exhausted by the 
end of this year. 


After the murder of Nazi For- 


eign Office Secretary Ernest von 
Rath in 1938 in Paris, the Jew- 
ish population of Germany had 
to pay a forced levy of more 
than a billion marks. Although the 
few survivors of Nazi terror can 
still point to official records and 
receipts for that illegal “fine,” 
the German authorities have voted 
that only 10 per cent of the 
money is to be returned to the 
owners. 

Also under the new German 
law, a widow of a persecutee 
killed in a Nazi concentration 


camp receives a —— of 80 
me nen a month. (The subsistence 


wage of a German worker is put 
at about 180 marks.) 

At the same time, the 27 
year old widow of Landrat Hoell- 
fritsch, Nazi party member and 
S. A. major since 1931, gets a 
monthly pension of 500 marks. 
After protest to the Finance 
Mini she was granted the ad- 
ditional lump sum of 220 marks 
as “compensation for damages.” 


Not Isolated Case. 


Nor is this an isolated ease of 
Nazis coddled at the expense of 
anti-Nazis. An official document 
dated Aug. 31, 1948, shows that Dr. 

rmann Weissmueller, member 
of the Nazi party since 1922, major 
in the S. A. since 1930, and mem- 
ber of the Nazi Motor Corps in 
1931, is receiving his full pension 
as a former official of the German 
administration. 

The Bayerischer Lloyd insur- 
ance company has been paying its 
six Nazi directors pensions 
amounting to 70,000 marks a 
month. 

A persecutee who lived in the 
city of Mainz before the war and 
has now settled in Frankfurt, 
across the river, has been unable 
to collect his persecutee “pension” 
because both municipalities reject 
responsibility for this victim of 
Nazism. But any retired German 
official receives his legal pension 
regardless of present residence. 

Some of these cases are not 
without grim, perverted humor. 
According to Dr. Auerbach, the 
former Nazi mayor of the town of 
Binzwangen in 1938 “bought” all 
the stones of the Jewish cemetery. 
He recently offered the tomb- 
stones, required for the restitution 
of the despoiled cemetery, against 
a slight payment of 500 marks. 
For an additional charge of 2500 
marks, the de-Nazified official was 
willing to undertake the recon- 
struction job. 

Some German Red Tape. 

Although an early Military Gov- 
ernment order specified the re- 
turn of WNazi-confiscated shops, 
factories and stores to their sur- 
viving owners, fewer than 10 per 
cent of the Bavarian applicants 
have been able to cut through the 
German red tape. 

While licenses must be granted 
to persecutees who desire to go 
into business, the allocation of 
merchandise frequently is based 
on sales figures over the last 10 
years. Typical is the case of one 
persecutee who was asked by the 
German allocation official to pro- 
duce his export figures for 1938. 
“At that time I was in a concen- 
tration camp,” he said. The allo- 
cation was denied on this techni- 
cality. 

German business men have cre- 
ated widespread popular feeling 
against the persecutees. Prior to 
the currency reform, for instance, 
a certain number of radios had 
been set aside for sale to persecu- 
tees only. A number of stores, 
therefore, would place one set in 
an empty window with the inscrip- 
tion: “For sale to politically, re- 
ligiously and racially persecuted 
persons only.” 

The calculation of that maneu- 
ver became apparent when the 
same windows were suddenly 
filled to overflowing with merchan- 
dise one day after the monetary 
reform. 

At present all political parties 
are more or less involved in the 
anti-persecutee action, playing up 
to the mass of “little Nazis.” 

In this new bid for political 
power, the window-dressing of 
democratic methods is used by the 
Nazi and nationalist majority at 
the expense of the i-Nazi mi- 
nority. As things begin to settle 
back to comfortable re-Nazifica- 
tion, the scapegoats of the past 
remain the scapegoats of the 
present.

Operations, has withdrawn his 
condemnation of the two top Navy 
commanders at the time of Pearl 
Harbor, and recommended that 
their naval records be cleared. 

The two—both now, like Adm, 
King, retired—are Adm, Harold R. 
Stark and Adm. Husband E. Kim- 
mel. The first was Chief of Naval 
Operations and the second com- 
mander of the United States Pacif- 
ic fleet on Dec. 7, 1941, when the 
Japanese made their devastating 
attack on Pearl Harbor. 

Adm. King has written the Navy 
Department, it was disclosed to- 
day, that he was in error“ when 
he indorsed a Navy investigation 
report and condemned both admir- 
als by name in two blistering para- | 
graphs. In the light of a more de- 
tached viewpoint, Adm. King said 
he believes that the Pearl Harbor 
disaster was caused by sins of 
omission, rather than commission, 
and that the record on the two of- 
ficers should carry the language 
of his letter rather than his orig- 
inal indorsement. The letter, it 
was learned, was dated last April. 

Changing of Record. 

The indorsement which Adm. 
King wishes to withdraw from 
the records of the two officers was 
placed Aug. 13, 1945, by Adm, King 
on the report of a naval inquiry 
into the Pearl Harbor disaster

Stark was relieved of 
duty as commander of United 
States naval forces in Europe, a 
post he had held since April 30, 
1942, and additional duty which 
began Oct. 1, 1943, as commander 
of the United States Twelfth 
Fleet. 

On Sept. 9, 1948, at a ceremony 
attended by Adm.

Stark was awarded a gold star in 
lieu of a third distinguished serv- 
ice medal for “exceptionally meri- 
torious service” during his Euro- 
pean duty. (His distinguished 
service medal was for World War 
I duty and his first gold star for 
service as chief of naval opera- 
tions from 1939 to 1942.)

tne Gammon Somat thnk the Germans may be 
tempted some day to switch over to the Com- 
munist side. They know too much about Rus- 
sian incompetence and the harshness of the Rus- 
sian police state. Nor is there much danger of 
a call for a return to “the good old Hitler days.” 
There are some Nazi die-hards, but the majority 
of the Germans dismiss Hitler as a failure. He 
just did not fit into the pattern of the old Ger- 
man officers, civil servants and industrialists— 
although they certainly went along with him 
while he was running the show. 

The real danger, as Gurian sees it, is that 
there has been no birth of genuine democracy in 
Germany since 1945, no real return even to 
Weimar days, let alone to the traditions of the 
pre-Bismarck era. Hitler is criticized, but there 
is no sharp feeling that his nationalistic regime 
was an historical aberration. Instead, there is 
a certain feeling that it was part of Germany’s 
growth in wealth and strength, and that it ended 
in disaster only because the Nazis grossly mis- 
handled almost everything. 

It is fairly obvious to any careful observer 
that the new democratic parties are not as popu- 
lar as they ought to be. Their leaders are old, 
and there are all too many Germans who insist 
that they owe such strength as they have to the 
fact that they are the only parties sanctioned by 
the occupying forces. So instead of a new po- 
litical faith, there is a revival of nationalism. 


The current international situation encourages 
this. People who once advocated the Morgen- 
thau plan now insist that Germany must be re- 
vived as a bastion against Soviet expansion. This 
is true enough, but it has quite a different effect 
on Germans than would have been the result of 
a less rigorous policy followed from the begin- 
ning. Now the nationalists among them say that 
the Western Powers are not motivated by mercy 
or justice, but by sheer necessity. They say that 
their nation is fighting the West’s battle. 


There is a resurgence of self-importance and 
self-confidence which could fall into the pattern 
which developed after the first World War. 
There could be demands for the restoration of 
sovereignty, for the removal of controls, for the 
raising of a new German army. All this could 
echo the old outcries against “the injustices of 
Versailles.” And it could lead to the old striv- 
ing for the mastery of Europe. 

What’s to be done about it? 

Answers do not come easily. Purely punitive 
measures may have to be abandoned, especially 
those which the new nationalists can exploit. 
Reforms should not be imposed if they cannot 
be closely supervised. To do so would only in- 
duce disrespect for the occupying powers. The 
United States in particular should staff its 
agencies in Germany with better personnel. 

Above all else, much more attention should be 
paid to those Germans who really believe in 
democracy. In the long run, the cause of the 
West will not be served by sacrificing conviction 
to technical ability. 

Furthermore, the German problem would be 
greatly simplified if the Western nations had 
their own houses in better order. A chaotic 
France, a hard-pressed Britain and an unde- 
cided America must find it difficult to shape an 
ideal Germany. 
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Profiteers and the Doghouse 

Buyers of new automobiles were victimized 
for more than $450,000,000 in the first seven 
months of this year by padding cars with un- 
wanted accessories and under-allowances on 
trade-ins, according to a report by a subcommit- 
tee of the Republican Congress. The announce- 
ment comes on the same day with a statement 
by Earl O. Shreve, president of the United 


States Chamber of Commerce, that “business is 


going to be in the doghouse for the next four 
years.” 

Where business men are entering the dog- 

house, it is because they have behaved like the 
profiteering automobile dealers. The people got 
sick of rampant greed and elected a new Gov- 
ernment with a mandate to install some curbs 
on greed. Not many people seem to harbor 
malice toward business men in general, but 
majorities across the country have made it 
plain that business is not to be a specially fa- 
vored child of the American people. 
The story from here on is for business men 
to write. With the exception of conspicuous 
gougers, it need not be the doghouse unless they 
will it so.

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The Changed Housing Picture 

Large-scale public housing will probably be 
authorized as a result of the national elections, 
giving St. Louis the brightest chance yet to 
climb out of its slums. St. Louis is not ready 
to take adyantage of this opportunity, for its 
mass housing plans are only half-formed and 
its official policies are confused. 

The St. Louis Housing Authority proposes, to 
replace 12,000 of the city’s 100,000 or so unfit

The Public Housing Ad- 
ministration, the co-operating federal agency, 
has called for information on available building

Federal aid for it was earmarked long ago.

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Philanthropy or Tex ‘Avoidance’ ? 


Charles W. Tobey, the very able and valuable 
United States Senator from New Hampshire, has 
made some important discoveries in his investi- 
gation of the charitable trusts created by Tex- 
tron, Inc. As a result, he intends to seek legisla- 
tion plugging up the present loopholes under 
which, by use of @ so-called trust, large business 
interests are able to avoid paying their share of 
federal income taxes. 

Here is a subject that has long been crying 
for attention. It is so serious that Senator To- 
bey was able to obtain the admission from a 
Textron trustee that, if the practice became wide- 
spread, “it could undermine the nation’s tax 
structure.” Last year, Fortune Magazine made 
a study of the practice of setting up so-called 
philanthropic or charitable trusts and found 
that some 10,000 have been established. 

While some of them are genuine, too many 
others strongly smack of tax-avoidance devices. 
Fortune said: 


The vast majority of these 10, 000 are 
small, semi-anonymous entities established 
by moderately wealthy individuals. In gen- 
eral, they have no administrative organiza- 
tion and no headquarters other than a law 
office or the donor’s business address. Very 
little is known about their assets, income or 
expenditures. 


Some of the big trusts, like the ones set up 
by Andrew Mellon and Henry Ford, can well 
bear scrutiny, too. Of’the Ford Foundation, 
Fortune said: 

... the Ford Foundation is a large question 

mark. It publishes no annual report, di- 

vulges little information about income or 

expenditures. 

Of course, since philanthropic foundations en- 


‘joy tax exemption and hence place greater tax 


burdens upon the American people there is a 

perfectly legitimate public interest in what they 
do with their money. To quote Fortune again: 
Business organizations, sick of paying high 
realty taxes, have found it cheaper to sell 
their fixed assets to tax-exempt institutions 
and then lease them back again. Allied 

Stores, Gimbel Brothers, Lit Brothers of 

Philadelphia and many other big firms have 

already sold their fixed plant to eleemosy- 

nary institutions. 

It is a clever dodge to cover tax avoidance 
with the high purposes of philanthropy or edu- 
cation, and it shows the ingenuity of the tax ex- 
perts who assiduously search for loopholes when- 
ever Congress passes a new tax law. The device 
capitalizes on the great fame and the great good 
done by such genuine works of philanthropy as 
the Rockefeller Foundation, 

But it is out in the open now, and Senator 
Tobey will have strong support if he carries 
through his intention of seeking remedial legis- 


lation. 
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Meddling in 9 Schools 


The official enk of Frank P. Nagel, a 
School Board member, gives further emphasis to 
some needed reforms. 

Mr. Nagel was a custodian when he was 
elected, and he apparently feels that this makes 
him an expert on the school building commis- 
sioner’s job. He is meddling in that official’s 
province, today over the change of an employe’s 
title, a little earlier over the abolition of some 
jobs. 

Such things are not the business of School 
Board members. 

The board’s task is not to be “chief house- 
keeper” of the schools but to make policies and 
to hire executives to carry them out. 

Two things promote such meddling. One is 
the lack of a responsible chief executive. So 
Jong as department heads report direct to the 
board, the board must be its own general man- 
ager, fumble and bumble though it must. This 
situation can be ended by “unit control” under 
a superintendent of schools. The board is pre- 
paring to ask the Legislature’s approval for this 
change. . 

The other cause of trouble is that board mem- 
berships are in the arena of running for political 
office. They attract too few disinterested citizens 
and too many self-servers and grinders of axes 
for special interests. It would be much better to 
have the members appointed from a list drawn 
up by a respected committee, bringing them be- 
fore. the voters only to decide on their retention 
in or retirement from office. 

This reform, which is borrowed from the suc- 
cessful nenpartisan system of-selecting judges, 
has been proposed by State Representative 
Columbo. The idea 
adopted. 
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Three Presidents in Three Weeks 


One of the things which the Eighty-first Con- 
gress should reconsider is the act of the Eightieth 
Congress providing the new succession to the 
presidency. The new succession provides in the 
event there is no Vice President, that the Speak- 
er shall become President. 

Under this law, Speaker Joseph W. Martin of 
Massachusetts would ascend to the presidency 
should the highest office become vacant any- 
time between now and Jan. 3, when the new 
Congress meets. This would place in the office 
of President a leader of a party defeated at the 


polls, to say nothing of his other disqualifica- 


tions. 

Should Mr. Martin become President, presum- 
ably he would serve until the start of the new 
administration, Jan. 20, at which time the duly 
elected Vice President, Senator Alben W. Bark- 
ley of Kentucky, would be inaugurated as Pres- 
ident. 

However, if the presidency should become va- 
cant after Jan. 3 and before Jan. 20, Mr. Martin 
would no longer be Speaker as the House in the 
new Congress will be organized by the Demo- 


‘rats. Mr. Martin will be succeeded by a Dem- 


ocrat as Speaker, perhaps Representative Sam 
Rayburn of Texas, who was Speaker prior to 
Mr. Martin’s selection in the Eightieth Congress. 

Thus, the identity of the interim President 
wenld be determined by the orgasization of Con- 
gress and that would be controlled by which 
side of Jan. 3 the vacancy fell on. 

In any event, it is possible to have three dif- 
ferent Presidents, all duly invested in office, in 
a period of three weeks. These would be in or- 
der, first, the incumbent President; second, either 
one of two Speakers of opposing a and 
third, the elected Vice President. 

The new Congress should review the succes- 
sion law. It should also consider whether there 
is not too long an interval between the election 


in early November and the inauguration of the 


new President, Jan. 20. Were this interval to 


be shortened, that in. itself would reduce the 


confusing situation just described.

To one who has seen Israel, even much 
too briefly, observed a little of what the 
Jewish people have accomplished there, and 
sensed the indomitable spirit of young and 
old alike, the delay of the American Gov- 
ernment in recognizing the full legal stature 
of this new state and the international hig- 
gling over its boundaries are hard to un- 
derstand, 

Let us be coldly rational and disregard 
the sentimental claims, though based on 
ancient prophecy, 
that so many Jews 
have long advanced 
to the land of their 
fathers, a sentiment 
that is also a fact. 

Let us admit only the 
most incontrovertible 
physical realities, 

There are almost a 
million Jews in Israel. 

They have within 

our generation cre- 

ated an ultra-modern Dr. 
economy upon land that was desert. They 
have done this in a civilized manner, pay- 
ing the Arabs decently for their land and 
their purely voluntary labor, aiding and not 
subjugating them. 

They did in the war prove their devotion 
to democracy by excessive contributions, 
especially to the British from whom they 
themselves sought freedom. They have for 
this freedom successfully defied both the 
apparatus of the British Empire and the 
apparatus of the Arab League. 


Bunche 


They have established a democratic state 
which, in the words of Dr. Ralph Bunche 
to the United Nations, was “a fact from 
the moment of its birth.” They did in the 
interest of peace accept the UN partition 
plan giving them the crazy boundaries of 
a paper torn at random. 


These are the facts. What possible grounds 
can now exist for denying them? Jeffer- 
son would have admitted them. 

Perhaps President Truman wants to ar- 
range simultaneous de jure recognition with 
Great Britain. Upon the record that is idle. 


Perhaps he wants to follow the lead of 
the United Nations. That would be laud- 
able, but the Charter does not invest the 
United Nations with the right to determine 
the recognition policies of its members. 


There can be no ideological reason to de- 
lay full recognition, for none of the Arab 
states is so genuinely democratic or 30 
strenuously anti-Communist as Israel. 


Perhaps the President delays because he 
fears that the Arab chieftains will retali- 
ate by shutting the oil valves or diverting 
the flow to the Soviet Union. This fear 
he can safely dismiss, for the Arab rulers 
cannot dispense with their oil revenues nor 
can they afford to power the war machines 
of their most near and certain enemy. 

Finally, if full recognition is being with- 
held to be used as a club to make Israel 
accept the loss of the Negeb, the policy is 
wrong as well as a miscalculation, Israel 
deserves immediate de jure recognition and 
must have adequate boundaries.

Monster of Cleverness 


MEREDITH: A BIOGRAPHY, Siegfried Sassoon. (The 

Viking Press, New York, 269 Pages, $3.50.) 

One of the least written-about of nine- 
teenth century England’s great writers, 
George Meredith lived a long life (1828- 
1909) of inflexible devotion to his own high 
ideals of matter and expression. Starting 
as a journalist, he early turned to fiction.as 
his major art, and between 1859 (“The 
Ordeal of Richard Feverel”) and the yer 
of his death, published a dozen major 
novels, as well as lesser fictional works, 
several volumes of powerful poetry, and his 
classic “Essay on Comedy.” For more than 
30 years he was literary adviser and reader 
of manuscripts for Chapman and Hall, the 
publishers, clinging to this drudgery to add 
to the poor income from his own books. 
Yet he never once catered to cheap popular 
taste. He made his career itself a classic 
of unimpeachable artistic sincerity, integ- 
rity and courage. 

* * — 

Siegfried Sassoon draws Meredith affec- 
tionately but objectively, neither blinking 
at faults nor magnifying the meritorious. 
No easy man to live with (his first wife 
deserted him), he used his sharp tongue to 
serve “a mind that delighted in exhibition 
flights of irony.” Indifferent to the opin- 
ions of posterity, he was “contemptuous of 
the task of writing fiction for a middle- 
minded public“ —yet into his novels he 
spilled his fullest, finest energies. He was 
“the master and the victim,” in Henley’s 
words, “of a monstrous cleverness,” but 
balanced his numerous “oracular, allusive, 
aphoristic, figurative, fantastic” passages 
with writing of exquisite clearness, beauty 
and expressiveness. 


At his best in devastating dissections of 
sentimentalism, he could handle magnifi- 
cently such matchless chapters as those de- 
scribing the first love of Richard and Lucy 
—an episode which, “safeguarded from 
sentimentality by the mastering astrin- 
gency of Meredith’s mind. . . is an Elysian 
enchantment.” 

Sassoon evaluates Meredith and his work 
through no “school” or “discipline” but his 
own keen appreciations and the legitimate 
conjectures of acute 
interpretation. H e 
candidly uses the 
most acid of criti- 
cisms directed 
against Meredith 
(“He must be re- 
garded as one of the 
worst narrators in 
the history of the 
English novel“) and 
in his own turn spot- 
lights the great 
man’s “harlequinade 
of intellectual activ- 
ity.” But over and 
above the faulty 
areas of Meredith’s 
failings towers the 
immense structure that surpasses its parts. 


It should be obvious from the foregoing 
that Sassoon loves Meredith for the turbu- 
lent, robust, many-sided, semi-pagan giant 
he was. He will leave to others, he says, 
Meredith’s stature as a thinker.

POPE PIUS EXPRESSES HOPE 
EUROPEAN UNION IS FORMED 


CASTEL GANDOLFO, Italy. 
Nov. 11 (UP)—Pope Pius XII told 
300 delegates to the second Con- 
gress of the European Union Fed- 
eralists today that he hopes “for 
realization of European union be- 
fore it is too late.”

The seriousness of the long- 
range financial crisis faced by 
cities which are piling up with 
inflated dollars debts they may 
have to pay off in deflated dol- 
lars was emphasized today at the 
fourteenth annual convention of 
the Missouri Municipal League at 
Hotel Chase, 

Miner B. Phillips, director of 
the Municipal Finance Officers’ 
Association of the United States 
and Canada, urged in a paper 
read by Rollin Agard, Kansas 
City’s director of finance, adop- 
tion of what he called “construc- 
tive economy” in the operation of 
municipal governments. 

Municipal administrations need 
particularly, Phillips said, cen- 
tralized purchasing and co-opera- 
tive buying; consolidation and sim- 
plification of city departments, 
and mechanization to cut down 
exorbitant payrolls and eliminate 
the expense of employing and 
training part-time -workers. 


“If the public demand for new 
municipal services continues to in- 
crease, we may find it not only 
desirable but necessary to estab- 


lish cost accounting systems to 


give clear analysis of expendi- 
tures,” he said.

Soviet Efforts to Amend Pro- 
visions in Human Rights 
Charter Defeated. 


PARIS, Nov. 11 (AP)—The So- 
cial Committee of the United 
Nations Assembly voted 36 to six 
today for the free flow of news 
“regardless of frontiers.” 

The committee rejected Soviet 
amendments preventing freedom 
of speech press “for purposes 
of propagating Fascism, aggres- 
sion, and for provoking hatred as 


between nations”; requiring state 
assistance in “publication of demo- 
cratic organs,” and limiting free- 
dom of thought and expression 
“to the interests of national se- 
curity.” 

As the seventeenth article of the 
28-article charter of human rights, 
the freedom of news provision has 
only moral force. A treaty of en- 
forcement has not yet been put 
forward. 

The committee then went on to 
Article 18 which declares “every- 
one has the right to freedom of 

mbly and association.” 

rs. Franklin D. Roosevelt ac- 
cused Russia of seeking to “justi- 
fy the repression of free assembly 
and free association.” She and 
the British delegate, Mrs. Freda 
Corbert, bitterly opposed a Soviet 
amendment to forbid “by. law un- 
der pain of punishment” all “or- 
ganizations of a Fascist or anti- 
democratic nature.” 

The Russian amendment also 
would provide “legal guarantee” 
for “street precessions, demon- 
strations and the organization of 
voluntary societies and unions.” 

“This wording,” said Mrs. 
Roosevelt, “could be used to justify 
the repression of free assembly 
and of free association. More- 
over, the Soviet amendment is a 
statement of an obligation, pre- 
sumably upon the state, rather 
than a declaration of an indi- 
vidual right.” 

The committee took no action 
on the article.

U.S. NOT RUNNING 
OUT OF OIL, SAYS 
INDUSTRY REPORT 


CHICAGO, Nov. 11 (AP)—The 
United States—contrary to “peri- 
odic rumors”—is not running out 
of oil, a committee of the Ameri- 
can Petroleum Institute reported 
today. 

L. F. McCollum, chairman of the 
committee on long-term petro- 
leum availability, said the group 
has found that substantially in- 
creased amounts of petroleum 
from natural sources” will be 
available in the United States in 
the next few years. 

McCollum said that, after a 
study of the nation’s petroleum re- 
sources, the committee forecast 
this outlook for 1949-53: 

“By 1953 the availability of. nat- 
ural petroleum produced in tre 
United States is estimated to 
reach an upper range of 7,300,000 
barrels a day. That figure would 
be 2,300,000 barrels a day more 
than actual production in the 
peak war year of 1945. 

“And, related to population, the 
availability for all of 1953 would 
be equal to almost 800 gallons 
for each person—about 80 per cent 
higher than it was in 1941.” 

McCollum, president of the Con- 
tinental Oil Co., Ponca City, Okla., 
said in a speech based on the 
committee's report: 

“It is still impossible to fore- 
see definitely the probable trends 
beyond 1953. From the best data 
now obtainable, no significant de- 
cline from that year’s estimated 
rates is anticipated during the 
following five years.”

WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (AP)— 
The United States Chamber of 
Commerce interpreted the election 
returns last night as a signal to 
the Democratic Administration to 
“proceed with moderation.” 

An article in Business Action, 


the Chamber’s weekly publication, 
said the Democratic success was 
by no means “smashing” but was 
“only so when viewed in the mis- 
— light of the mistaken fore- 
casts,” 


It stressed that the popular 
vote margin was “relatively close 
—about 2,000,000,” and said: 


“If this fact is assessed correct- 
ly by the Administration, it will be 
rated as a clear signal to proceed 
with moderation.” 


The article mentioned low-rent 
housing and slum clearance, a 
modified excess profits tax, fed- 
eral aid to education, repeal or 
revision of the Taft-Hartley Act, 
control of prices, public power ex- 
tension and reciprocal trade 
agreements as items congression- 
al Democrats are already talking 
about for early action. 

“However, it is noteworthy that 
an important segment of the 
Democratic congressional major- 
ity is nbt likely to give unquali- 
fied support to all this program,” . SK. 
Business Action said. At ACL 

It recalled, for instance, that 
about half the Democratic minor- 
ity in the Eightieth Congress 
voted to override President Tru- 
man's veto of the Taft-Hartley 
Act. The article went on: 


“Also it is unlikely that the 
Democratic leadership — always 
looking at least two years ahead 
—will fail to observe that a switch 
of fewer than 100,000 votes in five 
states last week would have trans- 
formed the top result.” 


The Chamber’s pamphlet, dis- 
cussing the possibility of an Ad- 
ministration call for a tax in- 
crease, said tax receipts in recent 
years invariably have been under- 
estimated. It added that “mem- 
bers of Congress may be unwilling 
to accept a forecast. of a deficit as 
the basis for the levying of new 
taxes.”

CENTRALIA COUNCIL RESCINDS — 
NEW POLICE POWER ORDINANCE! 


CENTRALIA, III., Nov. 11 (UP) 
The Centralia City Council voted 
last night to repeal an ordinance 
voted Oct. 13 which took police 
control from the Mayor and placed 
it under the control of the full 
council. 


The council’s decision to repeal 
the ordinance came after Mayor 
H. B. Blanchard produced opin- 
ions from a Chicago legal firm 
and the Illinois Municipal League 
attorneys saying that the ordi- 
nance conflicted with statutes 
governing the commission form of 
city government.

PASSAU, Germany, Nov. 11 (AP) 
—Fritz Wiedemann, once Adolf 
Hitler’s personal adjutant and 
later his consul general in San 
Francisco, testified today he never 
was a Nazi at heart. 

Wiedemann is being tried by a 
German de-Nazification court. He 
is accused of being a “major Nazi 


offender.” Conviction could mean 
10 years’ imprisonment and con- 


fiscation of his property. 
Wiedemann joined the Nazi 
party in 1934. The indictment 
charged he held a high Nazi posi- 
tion and wore the party’s golden 
badge. It also charges he served 
as a Nazi political agent and as 
agent for the Gestapo, Hitler’s 


secret police. Wiedemann denied 


all charges. 


‘FREE SLOVAKIA’ STATION 
BROADCASTING IN EUROPE 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 11 (AP)— 
A mysterious radic station broad- 
casting in the Slovak tongue from 
somewhere in Europe stirred offi- 
cial interest yesterday at the 
State Department. 

Government monitors recorded 


the first broadcasts of a “free and 


democratic Slovakia” station with- 
out pinning down its location. The 
first announcements said the sta-

With winds abating and humidity 
rising, flames that have blackened 
nearly 45,000 acres since last 
Thursday were conquered,

Down on the Farm 


Not an Easy Life, 
But Rewarding 


By Leonard Hall 


FTEN we are asked about the objectives of 
0 our farming operation here at Possum Trot. 
There are several answers; all easier to 


arrive at than the objectives themselves. Per- 
: haps we will never 


quite reach these. 
The idea of farm- 
ing as “a way of 
life” has been held 
up to corn by agri- 
cultural editors and 
farm writers, few 
of whom are them- 
selves farmers, 
They would have us 
believe that farm- 
ing is business, pure 
and simple; carried 
on for the sole pur- 
pose of making 
profit. I'll go along 
so far as to say 
that farming is a 
business at which a man must make a profit 
if life is to be worth living. But beyond 
that, I’m certain many successful farmers 
could make more money in other callings, and 
would doubtless be doing so unless there were 
qualities in country living which suited them. 
I know that among our acquaintance are many 
who would not for a minute consider trading 
their present life for an easier and equally luera- 
tive one in town. So Mama and I admit that 
one objective, which we've already achieved in 
large measure, is the creation of a way of living 
which we thoroughly enjoy. It isn’t an easy life 
but it is rewarding and, we believe, useful. 


r 


GETTING DOWN TO farming, we know our 
land is best suited to producing livestock; so our 
aim is two-fold, First we try to understand the 


basic capabilities of each field and build the 
land back so these can be achieved to the fullest 
extent. This is land management. Second, we 
market what we raise on the land through our 
livestock, constantly striving to improve its 
quality to make the best possible use of the 
crops. This double objective is always, I believe, 
the aim of the good livestock farmer. There are 
other worthwhile kinds of farming and one of 
these we saw admirably illustrated on a recent 
Saturday afternoon, 

Over on Fourche au Renault creek, some eight 
miles west of Potosi, lies Edg-Clif Farm, one of 
the great Hereford breeding establishments of 
the Middle West. For a Missouri farm, its 2000 
acres cover quite a spread, This isn’t much 
land, in comparison with the great Western 
ranches where many of our pure-bred beef cattle 
are produced, but there are compensations. Here 
we are close to markets, our winters are mild 
so that cattle come through in fine shape with a 
minimum of shelter, our mineral-rich pastures 
have a carrying capacity unsurpassed by even 
the finest Western ranges, while the springs 
flowing down every hollow furnish a bountiful 
supply of water. 
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I'VE KNOWN THAT country out on Fourche 
au Renault all my life. But I’ve known is as 
real “back-Ozark” country, with small farms 
along the creek bottoms raising a little corn and 
wheat and hay to winter the cattle which graze 
precariously through summer and autumn on the 
sparse range of the postoak covered hills. Much 
land that once was considered tillable has been 
farmed out and abandoned during recent years, 
so that “thrown-out” fields or even whole farms 
are a common thing. When Andy Knapp, the 
owner of Edg-Clif Farm, came in to that coun- 
try about 10 years ago, I would have agreed 
that he had picked a mighty tough spot to raise 
fine Herefords, even though the project were 
no more than a hobby. But during those years 
we've watched the farm grow. We've seen old 
fields limed, terraced, fertilized and seeded to 
good grass. Steadily the number of fat cattle 
grazing contentedly on those fields has in- 
creased. Even more remarkable, we had seen 
hundreds of acres of postoak covered hills 
cleared and gradually turned into productive 
pasture. And while this was taking place, the 
Hereford hobby had grown into big business. 
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IT WAS A MIGHTY interesting afternoon that 
we spent with Andy Knapp, riding across the 
farm from pasture to pasture to look at the 


cattle. In this field would be a group of cows 
with their calves, some no more than a few hours 
old and every one a potential winner of blue 
ribbons or producer of future champions. The 
very youngest were generally hidden in a tuft 
of high grass while the mother grazed peace 
fully nearby, and these would get up on their 
wobbly legs to greet us. In the next field would 
be perhaps 50 young heifers, uniform as peas in 
a pod and each embodying all the fine points 
toward which breeders have striven through gen- 
eration after generation of careful selection 
and culling. Finally we went up to the barns 
where the great herd bulls stood in their pens, 
gentle as kittens despite their broad heads and 
mighty shoulders and bodies square as chopping 
blocks. We talked to Bill Robinson, the Scots- 
man who manages the livestock end of the Edg- 
Clif operation and knows great beef cattle as he 
knows the palm of his hand. And we under- 
stood why Dean Trowbridge, who formerly 
headed our College of Agriculture and was one 
of America’s great livestock judges, liked to 
spend a day at this great breeding establishment 
whenever he could, 
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TODAY THERE ARE more than 300 cows in 
the Edg-Clif herd, many of them raised on the 
farm and the rest selected with expert care from 
the great herds throughout the country, The 
show herd was on its way home from the Royal 
Livestock Show in Kansas City, where it had 
taken its fair share of prizes. The pride of the 
owner is in the blood lines of his cattle. The 


job that he has done in taking waste land and 


building it back into production, of making nu- 
tritious grass grow on once abandoned fields— 
these things are incidental to Andy Knapp. But 
as we drove home to Possum Trot through the 
autumn dusk, I couldn't help but feel that this 
job of land building was almost as important as 
the prize cattle which are being produced at 
Edg-Clif Farm,

Lady of the Camellias in Song 


OT only is “THE LOST ONE,” Columbia’s version of 
Verdi’s “La Traviata,” at the SHADY OAK THEATER, 
the best job to date in transposing grand opera to the 
screen, but it is a beautifully done film and a rich and satisfy- 
ing emotional experience. The sentimental 
story of Violetta Valery, the lovely lost lady 
of the camellias, is ideally suited to musical 
interpretation through Verdi's exquisite score. 
Acted and sung with a fragile tenderness and 
a lavender delicacy, it has that overpowering, 
musty fragrance and. melancholy aura of 
decaying gardenias and memories of old love 
affairs. So sure and finely drawn is this mood that the movie 
seems much more affecting to me than the opera ever has 
been upon the stage. Its appeal is so universal that I think 
anyone, opera follower or not, will be touched and enchanted 
by it. 
Though “The Lost One” was made in Rome, the American 
company has given it a slick Hollywood production, witt 
sumptuous sets, soft, luminous photography and good sound. 
Unlike previous operas seen on the screen here, this is not a 
mere photographing of a stage production, but has been done 
with true movie technique, employing a mobile camera and 
plenty of scene changes. I: was been a little compressed by 
elimination of some of the recitative, Lut all the famous arias 
and choruses are there, and all the essential dialogue. 


The Italian cast is of top quality, and demonstrates what 
a fine grade of singer was kept in Italy by the war and its 
aftermath. The voices are fresh, supple and excellently used. 
Nelly Corradi and Gina Mattera, who sing Violetta and Alfredo, 
are both young and exceedingly good-looking, giving a natural- 
ism to the unhappy romance that is often missing from the 
stage opera. For instance, in the last performance here of 
“La Traviata” by the Met, we never could quite accept Jan 
Peerce as the young and impetuous Alfredo, in spite of his 
vocal gifts. He looked to us more like Dorothy Kirsten’s stodgy 
uncle. | 

Mattera, on the other hand, is dashing, hot-blooded and 
full of romantic fire. Miss Corradi, last heard here in the 
screen “Barber of Seville,” not only is slim, lovely and vibrant, 
but she is a quite competent actress. Manfredi Polverosi is 
a very satisfactory Germont pere. All the cast has been di- 
rected to act in cinema style, dropping the more florid aspects 
of grand opera delivery. The use of facial expressions enabled 
by closeups and medium shots gives the screen version a 
subtlety that could be carried only in the vocal line on the 
stage. 

My one criticism of the screen version is that which I 
made in a column last April—it is a pity the producers did 
not go the whole hog in attempting to exploit grand opera for 
the screen, and have it sung in English. Although the outline 
of the story is sketched in English by the device of having 
Violetta’s voice read from her diary, recalling the scenes en- 
acted, the libretto is sung in Italian, and much of the detail 

of the plot is thereby lost to the English-speaking movie audi- 
ence. I think the dramatic power of the Dumas story would, 
be immeasurably increased if a skilled English adaptation were 
used. Certainly if an Italian actress like Valli can learn English 
for the movies, so can Italian opera stars. The snobbery and 
artistic inertia which has kept foreign language singing at the 
Met has no place on the screen. 
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A Comedy, So It Is Alleged 


Bette Davis’s last drama was such a dismal] failure that 
an effort has been made to revivify her flagging career with 
a bouncy comedy. The result, “JUNE BRIDE,” is on view at 
the AMBASSADOR, and indicates Bette should have stuck to 

drama, better drama that is. As a women’s 
magazine editor who goes to Indiana with 
her staff to get a feature spread on a wed- 
ding in a typical American family, she has 
to contend with a flippant former lover now 
assigned as her chief writer. For this role 
she chose Robert Montgomery, Usually a 
reliable light comedian. But the whole thing 


backfired. 

Miss Davis goes about being a comedienne with a deter- 
mined clinical approach. She is a brittle, clevah cosmopolitan 
creatchah, working an Eastern accent overtime and expressing 
an amused tolerance at middle-west behavior, but unfortunately, 
instead of the crackling smartness she evidently intends, she 
throws a miasma of gloom about the whole piece. Montgomery 
isn’t any help either. He perches a pork-pie hat tap small for 
him on the top of his head, smirks incessantly, and engages 
in such devilish tricks as turning out lights in Miss Davis's 
apartment as she turns them on. It wasn’t funny the first 
time, and didn’t get funnier on the twentieth repetition. From 
his antics, we imagine Bob was just a scream in high school. 

Mary Wickes, the St. Louis actress who got her start here 
at the Community Playhouse, has a minor role, but can scarcely 
be proud of her identification with the piece. Matter of fact, 
we can’t remember a comedy lately which was 80 close to 
depressing. 

There is a second feature, “VARIETY TIME,” a hodge- 
podge of vaudeville acts and sequences from old films, with 
Leon Errol, Edgar Kennedy, Frankie Carle, Jack Parr and Pat 
Rooney, among others. ;

The artist’s education in “plumb- 
ing —duly noted, incidentally, in 
Who's Who—began at Harvard 
where he was graduated in 1906 
with double honors in both gen- 
eral studies and mechanical en- 
gineering, his special field. 

Mrs. MacNutt says she places a 
high value on her husband’s Har- 
vard education. The “in artibus 
mechanicalivus bis excellentem” 
on his diploma means that he can 
fix a leaky faucet with the best 
of them, and that he bows to no 
man when it comes to repairs 
around the house. 
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FTER Harvard, Mac Nutt took 
A turtner training in mechanical 
engineering at Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology, where he 
earned a degree in biology and 
public health. He did research 
and writing, became well enough 
known to be asked to serve for 
two years as sanitarian with the 
Pittsburgh Typhoid Fever Com- 
mission, for three years was health 
officer of Orange, N. J., and 
later was appointed lecturer in 
-his field at M. I. T. He was com- 
missioned by the Army as a sani- 
tary engineer in World War I 
and served two years. 
In 1920, however, he became 
listless in his occupation and be- 
to paint much of the time. 
wo years of study in the school 
of the Boston Museum of Fine 
Arts had given him thorough 
grounding in art, and he also 
studied privately. He accepted a 
teaching post at the Woodbury 
School of Art in Boston and Ogun- 
quit, Me., and then another at the 
school of the Art Institute, Chi- 
o, where he became associate 
dean, in charge of co-ordinating 
the work of the largest art facul- 
ty in the world. ä 
Many St. Louis artists complain 


to friends about the requests un- 


feeling patrons make. The esthetic 
soul of one painter was outraged 
by the suggestion he paint a little 
girl’s teeth the way they would be 
after they were straightened. A 
recurring story is the one about 
the wealthy woman who wants a 
picture of a certain color and size 
to dovetail with her interior dec- 
orator’s plans. But MacNutt has

HE elections here Sunday cost

I SUPPOSE the papers at home 
have been reporting the general 
reaction of the Soviets to .our 
presidential election. 

I am intrigued by an editorial 
which appeared in one of the 
French papers here. It stressed 
that up until election day, the 
U.S. S. R. papers called both the 
Democrats and the Republicans 
reactionaries and stated that only 
Henry Wallace would be the re- 
cipient of the “working” class 
vote. It also points up how Mr. 
Molotov later congratulated him- 
self on the defeat of Governor 
Dewey—whose politics he consid- 
ered would have been ultra- 
reactionary and aggressive.” 

The editorial said that Mr. 
Molotov’s speech was an effort to 
get President Truman to make 
some kind of a personal advance— 
such as sending a special envoy 
to Moscow. 

My comment on that one is that 
such action would necessitate an 


invitation directly from Marshal 
Stalin.

UR last stop in North Africa 
was Marrakech. It couldn’t 
have been a lovelier spot in 
which to leave both tragic and 


happy memories. 

If Marrakech gave us a pleas- 
ant farewell, General Eisenhow- 
er's new B-17 promised a nice 
trip. Brand-new and smartly 
decorated in rich leather, this 
Flying Fort offered the last word 
in aerial : a comfort sta- 
tion. 

Despite the new fear of German 
fighters from Europe, the trip 
north was smooth, fast, and un- 
eventful. As our plane dropped 
onto an American base in south- 
ern England, Sue pointed out the 
window. and _  ~yelled, “Look! 
There’s a Russian officer!” I 
looked—and laughed. She was 
pointing to an ankle-length gray 
overcoat which could only belong 
to an officer of the crack, legen- 
dary Scots Guards. And the man 
inside that overcoat was about as 
Russian as the House of Lords:

The next and last stop was Bov- 
ington Airport, where, while -Tex 
and the girls tried to hide our 
Moroccan fruit from awed station 
personnel, I telephoned my 
mother. When she came on the 
wire, both of us tried, unsuccess- 
fully, to be very casual about the 
whole thing; it wag our first talk 
in more than 13 months.

Riding into the city, I was the 
happiest of Britons, a Londoner 
coming home, Only a true Lon- 
doner can appreciate the emotion. 
The capital was just as scarred as 
ever, it looked drab after the 
color of Algiers, Cairo, Capri and 
Marrakech—but it was London. 

Next morning Mattie and I 
stepped outside into a damp, gray, 
blurred world. 

“Now you're seeing the grand- 
father of all fogs,” I told Mattie, 
who was bewildered and a little 
frightened. “This is a pea-souper, 
a real London pea-souper!”

T WAS, too. The sun was little 

more than a fuzzy spot high up 

in the dark fog. All lights blazed 
at the office with nighttime 
strength. Everything was topsy- 
turvy, being readied for the Gen- 
eral’s arrival. 

“The Boss is coming in tonight,” 
Tex explained. “Fog’s so bad that 
it’s impossible to fly down from 
Prestwick. Gault’s up there with 
a special train.” He looked ques- 
tioningly at me. “They’re due in 
about 11 p.m., Kay. Sure you can 
drive through this fog—or will it 
lift by then?” 

I laughed. “Lift? This is a 
pea-souper, Tex. It'll be worse 
by tonight, if anything. But I 
should know London well enough 
to drive it blindfolded ... which 
is what it will amount to.”

Jimmy Gault then directed me 
down toward Berkeley Square to 
Chesterfield Hill, where we 
stopped before a dim building on 
the corner. This was Jimmy’s 
pride and joy, Hays Lodge, an 
attractive and nicely furnished 
town house which was to serve 
as the General’s home and head- 
quarters in the city. It was 
Pleasant, after the fog, to step 
inside and collapse into the plush 
chairs. Gen. Ike inspected the 
upstairs and the basement and 
then announced, to his military 
assistant’s satisfaction, that he 
liked it, very much. “But Td still 
rather live in Telegraph Cottage, 
out of town,” he said wistfully. 


Within the week we were set- 
tled into the same old 20 Gros- 
venor offices left behind in 1942. 

I,.for the first time, had a cor- 
ner in which to start whittling 
down the surprisingly large pil 
of “fan mail,” already beginnin 
to split almost equally into let- 
ters from Americans and those 
from Britishers.

General Eisenhower was perturbed at the reckless spend- 
ing of American troops, who, like the Canadians and the 
Australians, were semi-millionaires alongside the comparative- 
ly poor British, It made me ache to see Yanks drinking 
double-whiskies while their home-bound Allies sipped silently 
at watered beer and watched the well-heeled Americans walk 
away with their women; this condition, not quite so blatant 
in the vast stretches of Tunisia, caused more damage to Anglo- 
American relations in England than any one single situation. 
Ike, right after his arrival, ordered all United States com- 
manders down to the smallest units to encourage their sol- 
diers and officers to send home as much pay as possible, in 
the form of money orders, war bonds, and savings. But no 
medicine was quite strong enough to cure this incurable, 
chronic ailment of Allied warfare. 


numbered in strict accordance 
with military protocol. 

Heading our plain olive-drab 
toward the Number One spot, how- 
ever, I saw it was occupied by 
the flashy, shiny black Rolls 
Royce which could belong to but 
one man in all of England: Gen- 
eral Montgomery. I was furious, 
as only a rank-conscious army 
driver can be. 

“That’s okay now,” General Ike 
said soothingly. “Don’t say any- 
thing. It just doesn’t matter.” 

After he got out, I made it a 
point to remark, ever so sweetly, 


In Algiers, the General once 
walked into his office to find 
one of the stenographers filing 
her fingernails, puffing away at 
a cigarette like a woman in her 
boudoir. The resultant storm 
was.such that I never smoked 
in my office from that day 
on. It was an order, if not a di- 
rect order, and I never dis- 
obeyed it. Nor did I smoke 
while on duty in the staff car. 

Likewise, I once heard the 
General remark that he dis- 
liked red fingernail polish. He 
never mentioned it to me, but I 
adopted natural, clear polish 
thereafter. 

There was no resentment on 
my part in sticking to both 
these rather unusual ideas. 
General Eisenhower was a mili- 
tant champion of women in 
war and I had no wish to let 
him down by presenting the 
picture of a night-club woman 
at the very door of his office. 


to Monty’s driver, there must be 
some mistake. And when Ike 
emerged from Norfolk House, his 
car was in the space, his driver 
beaming a purely feline smile. 

I was spending my off-duty 
hours during this' time in getting 
acquainted with the new London, 
which was a stranger to the one 
I knew in 1939 and the chins- 
up, bloody London of the Blitz— 
even different than the hesitant, 
bewildered London of 1942. 

Official histories miss this very 
human point, that London was to 
the second World War what Paris 
was to the first: a gay wartime 
capital. 

Part of this new era was in- 
evitable, with the scores of Al- 


lied headquarters scattered in and 


around the capital. But most of it 
stemmed from the city’s magic as 
a magnet for troops on leave; 
London was the leave city. 

The center of this leave-world 
was Piccadilly Circus, dirty, dam- 
aged, boarded up, and blacked 
out, but still a sort of Times 
Square for soldiers and officers 
looking 


every color, 
form. 

With darkness and the blackout, 
Piccadilly became more boisterous, 
more alive. One felt rather than 
saw the tidal waves of song, drink, 
love and loneliness. Strange lan- 
guages lashed out in the wake of 
passers-by. The night was filled 
with giggles, yells, curses, laughs, 
and fights. Doorways became 
temporary love-nests. Flashlights 
bounced around in the darkness 
like fireflies. Busses, taxis, cars 
and lorries jangled along the 
street unnoticed, winding in and 
out of the crowds spilling over 
the sidewalks. Sometimes a 
siren would scream, followed by 
the long fingers of searchlights 
grabbing at the sky; neither ack- 
ack nor bombs emptied Piccadilly, 
however—only the ugly light of 
morning did that. 

There was another London, 
aside from the Piccadilly London. 
This was the world of theater, of 
movies, Hyde Park soap-boxers, 
quiet pub-crawling, serious sight-

RESH from Africa, I got a tre- 
mendous bang out of every 
part of this new, 1944 London. 

General Eisenhower loved it too. 
Of all the worldly honors the 
Allies bestowed upon him, I think 
he was most moved by the occa- 
sion when, after the war, London 
gave him the cherished Freedom 
of the City. 

But, as Supreme Commander in 
early 1944, he also knew London’s 
distractions. I noticed he spoke 
more and more of his distaste for 
having a headquarters in a ma- 
jor city, let alone London. He 
wanted SHAEF chucked out into 
the country, at least in the out- 
skirts, where his staff could 
buckle down to hard work.

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logbook which contained all hush- 
hush cables and correspondence, 
intelligence digests, staff sum- 
maries, and the like.

West fully realized 
that declarer was probably em- 
ploying the “Bath” coup—that he 
still had at least the A-J of spades 
but from West's point of view, a 
shift to any suit involved consid- 
erable danger, whereas it did not 
look at all risky to let South make 
both the ace and jack of spades. 
Why worry about his discarding a 
diamond or a club from dummy? 
So West continued with the spade 
nine, to cover dummy’s eight, 

South won with the spade jack 
and led a heart to the eight-spot. 
East won with the ten, and it 
would have been a very good idea 
to lead back the ace and five of 
hearts, but East made what ap- 
peared to be the safe return of a 
spade. South played the ten, West 
covered and dummy ruffed. The 
heart king was now taken by the 
ace, and West’s queen of course 
dropped. 

East shifted to the club king, 
and the ace won: South now 
ruffed a low club, drew East’s last 
trump (while West discarded a 
spade) and then laid down the 
spade ace. 

Both defenders were equeezed! 
If West let go the club nine, 
South could lead a diamond to 
dummy and return the club jack 
through East, setting up the club 
eight. So, West had to discard 
a diamond. Now East felt the 
pressure. He could not give up a 
club, because declarer would eas- 
ily ruff out a club trick; but when 
East also gave up a diamond, de- 
clarer cashed the blank A-K of 
diamonds, ruffed a club, and pro- 
duced the diamond ten for the 
fulfilling trick.
